PAST HISTORY 



The Forest High School was built in 1890 and opened its doors to students Jan- 
uary 1 , 1 891 . The building was situated on two acres of land. In 1 928 and 1 938 
additional accommodations were added. However, in February of 1940 fire destroyed 
the original section of the school, necessitating a building programme. Classes were 
then held in the Town Hall. In order to give the youth of our townships a fair and 
equal chance to obtain an education, the Forest District High School was formed in 
1947, comprised of the town of Forest, villages of Thedford, Arkona, and Grand 
Bend, Bosanquet Township, and sections of Warwick and Plympton, with a daily bus 
service to the school. Over the past years, accommodations again became over- 
crowded necessitating a further building programme. A new wing was completed in 
1966, and the name of the school was changed from Forest District High School to 
North Lambton Secondary School .
